Storm Adds 4.65 Inches To 
Season Total—Slide 
Blocks Tracks 





Two inches of rain fell here last 
night in one of the heaviest down- 
pours recorded here in many years. 
The near cloudburst storm was just 
that much more added to the total 
downpour already recorded in a 
storm that began Monday. 

Total precipitation for the storm! 
is 4.65 inches. This makes the 
season total 19.89 inches. A year 
ago at this time the rainfall figure 
was 27.02 inches, 

The storm was general through- 
out the southland and especially 
heavy in the mountain area. The 
heavy deluge of rain is believed 
responsible for a landslide in Cajon 
pass that blocked the Santa Fe 
tracks and delayed trains, 

No damage from the storm is 
noted in this district. While the 
high run-off washed quite heavily 
through some of the groves the 
damage to the property was not 
of a great consequence. 

Falling gently and easily, rain 
Sunday night and Monday morn- 
ing came at an opportune time in 
again soaking the citrus groves. 

The storm, however, prevenited | 
pickers from getting to the citrus 
trees and temporarily delayed har- 
vest of some of the fruit.

Roosevelt the First carried it out in a new way. And today 
California carries’ it on-——the principle of thrift applied, not 
exclusively to the pennies which Poor Richard wisely ecounsel- 
led us to harbor, but to the goods which fill the rich treasure- 


house of our natural resources. 

Because that wealth is highly perishable California cele- 
brates Conservation Week March 7 to 14, to remind us that 
thrift means safeguarding the majestic stands of California’s 
green timberlands, the sweeping white arcs of beachland, the 
tumuituous cascades of swirling rivers and waterfalls—all of 
them sources of wealth or carefree havens for the fisherman, 
hunter, camper, and recreation seeker. 

But the conservation policy which the first Roosevelt ener- 
getically put into practice, California has ably seconded. Fach 
and every citizen can be most proud of his stake in the state’s 
$14 million investment in our far-flung park system of 300,000 
acres which will preserve beyond the lifetime of anyone now 
living the grandeur of the Redwoods and Sequoias more 
ancient than Egypt’s famed pyramids. 

Conservation, as opposed to wanton or careless destruction, 
is intelligent foresight. It is a common sense example of thrift 
applied to perishable resources. The success of that practical 
man’s philosophy can be seen not only in conservation applied 
fo forest lands, but to all resources—the wonders of chemurgy 
conserving and transforming waste farm products and dili- 
gently conserving today’s surplus of produce in readiness for 
tomorrow’s need. 

Conservation Week in California calls attention to the 
istate’s vivid achievements in this field. But let it also be a 
challenge reminding us that conservation must not only be 
preached. It must be practiced!

But there are too many trving 
te beat the game «ho cannot afford it—and not only do they 
lose, but also do those whom they owe. The general opinion 
seems to be that betting is going to put horse racing out of 
business if the detrimental effects continue to inerease.
